CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) 
The General Assembly might 
have to amend state law to pro­ 
tect lottery officials from suits 
by holders of losing tickets, two 
state legislators indicated this

* State Rep Allen E Norris. 
R -27 Westerville, said an 1873 
statute allows losers in a lottery 
game to sue the operator for 
losses 
. The law- apparently was 
enacted as a check on gam 
bling, the legislator said 
He said ticket holders could 
sue ticket sellers and that next 
year the state would not be im­ 
mune to such suits 
State Sen Ronald M Mott I. 
P —24 Parma, sponsor of legis­ 
lation that created the state lot 
tery, disagreed. 
The Constitutional amend­ 
ment approved by the voters 
last year permitting the lottery 
"would supersede any law.” he 
said 
• Anyone who feared he might 
be subject to a suit for selling 
Jthe tickets should get an opinion

A check of old records re 
vealed $6,200 was owed to Min­ 
co by the federal government 
from a water supply protect 
An unspecified sum was 
saved by reusing road building 
materials to repair holes in city 
streets 
Branum, 
whose 
under­ 
graduate degree was in busi­ 
ness, says services also are ex 
panded. 
Minco has bought its first po 
lice car and is getting ready to 
expand its police protection 
from eight hours a day to 18 
Branum, Oklahoma s young­ 
est mayor, said his year of hard 
work appears to be paying off 
Unlike many small towns. 
Minco is growing at the rate of 
three of four new houses f>er 
month. 
“Things are really picking 
up."

mercial hanks, and to some ex­ 
tent also from the Securities 
and Exchange Commission and 
the Federal Reserve 
The troubles have been 
developing for many months, 
hut they are now coming to a 
head over what the thrifts 
savings banks and savings and 
loan associations feel 
is a 
direct threat to their very 
existence 
The immediate issue 
is 
w hether the holding companies 
that operate commercial banks 
should be permitted to offer 
millions of dollars of debt secu­ 
rities in small amounts, with 
floating interest rates. 
The thrifts claim such offer­ 
ings are aimed at attracting the 
holdings of individuals who 
ordinarily would keep their 
cash on deposit with them, at 
interest rates higher than 
available at commercial banks 
The thrifts, whose depasits 
supply the basic support for the 
home mortgage market claim 
they already are in poor condi­ 
tion as matters stand, and can­ 
not fulfill their role in the hous­ 
ing market 
The nation’s mutual savings- 
banks, for example, suffered a 
net deposit outflow of more 
than. $800 million in April and 
May because of what they con­ 
sider to be unfair regulatory re­ 
straints 
on 
their 
com­ 
petitiveness. 
They claim that the one-quar­ 
ter interest rate advantage they 
enjoy over commercial bank 
savings accounts is hardly 
enough of an inducement to 
savers. They 
want broader 
service powers, such as the 
right to offer checking ac­ 
counts. 
When Citicorp, 
parent 
of 
First National City Bank, an­ 
nounced plans to offer corpo­ 
rate lot s in denominations of

The doctrine of love preached 
in the youthful voice was 
hauntingly reminiscent of the 
famous sermons of the Rev 
Martin Luther King Jr. 
As the audience responded 
audibly to Derek's preaching, 
the young man relaxed and his 
voice became stronger 
His grandfather smiled be­ 
nignly on him throughout the 
sermon which ended with, 
“ Hold on. hold on. He will fight 
your battles.”

It has been a full fiscal year since the draft 
formally expired Ju ly 1. 1973. and Defense 
Secretary Jam es R. Schlesingcr reports the 
Army. Navy and Air Force are just about at full 
authorized strength 
E arlier it had appeared that a low enlistment 
rate would 
produce a 
possible 
30.000-man 
shortage in the Army 
T H E 
YRMY 
was in trouble in the early 
months after the draft expiration date, having 
reached its recruitment goal only one time. 
Its turnaround has been dramatic. It was 
helped by a congressional order for a reduction 
of 10.000 men in Army strength (43.000 all ser­ 
vices '. Other primary factors included a steadily 
increasing enlistment rate and an exceedingly 
high re-enlistment rate 
W illiam Rrehm , assistant secretary of 
defense, has projected a re-enlistment rate of 
more than 70 per cent for the year which will 
combine with successful May and June enlist­ 
ment campaigns to push the Army to its full 
782,000 man authorized strength 
Some critics still are convinced the military 
will not be able to attract enough new volunteer 
recruits and keep enough veterans to maintain 
its 2.1-million force of men and women. 
But some of the skeptics have been won over 
and long-time supporters of Hu* all volunteer 


plan are enthusiastic over the success chalked 
up for the first year 
Now the debate has moved to new areas: How 
will a ‘peacetime” army of better-paid volun­ 
teers perform in combat0 Has the volunteer 
system depended too much on disadvantaged 
youth and minorities? What effect will the 
declining birth rate have on the volunteer 
program in 1980 when the manpower pool will be 
reduced 12 per cent from the present levels?

As 
they complete their tours of duty, they will have 
to be replaced at the same time the Army is 
attempting to meet its regular quota.

Ambassadorships 


President 
Nixon did not 
invent 
the am 
liassadorial quid pro quo^Nor did any of his 
recent predecessors. The relationship between 
ambassadorships and political contributions has 
been in evidence’for a long, long time. 
The connection does seem to be rather more in 
evidence lately than in most times past This 
impression is reinforced by a Senate Watergate 
committee report noting that more than $1.8 
million came into Nixon re-election coffers from 
ambassadors. It adds that “ six large con­ 
tributors, who contributed an aggregate of over 
$3 million, appear to have been actively seeking 
appointments at the time of their contributions,” 
The report also takes note of the fact that 
President Nixon, like some other presidents, has 
publicly 
rejected 
the 
idea 
of 
linking 
ap­ 
pointments to campaign gifts. The President is 
quoted as having said on Feb. 25, 1973 that he 
would not appoint anyone not well qualified 
“ apart from his contribution." But, the report 
adds, “ Exactly one year later, his personal 
attorney and one of his principal fund raisers, 
Herbert Kalmbach, became the first person in 
recent times to be convicted for ‘selling an 
ambassadorship.’ " 
Our point is that a bad situation exists, and has 
to some extent existed also in previous ad­ 
ministrations. It is not enough to deplore this 
^tate of affairs. Thought should be given to its 
causes, and to means of curbing the am­ 


bassador contributor relationship 
The light ot publicity helps, but that does not 
suffice 
Attention also must be paid to two 
relevant factors One is the common practice of 
passing over skilled career diplomats in favor of 
businessmen and the like who may have little or 
no diplomatic experience. Another is a fact of life 
about ambassadorships: in general they require 
a substantial outlay of personal funds for en­ 
tertainment, since the government does not 
make sufficient provision for this. 
The remedies are implicit 
in these 
cir­ 
cumstances. Career diplomats should be sent as 
our ambassadors except 
in rare instances. 
Embassy funds should be beefed up so that one 
need not be a rich man to meet the entertainment 
costs of an ambassadorship. 
Problem Is Obvious 
Because so many Republican-sponsored bills 
in the Ohio General Assembly were being 
pigeonholed in the Democratically controlled 
House Reference Committee and never being 
assigned to a standing committee for hearings, 
G O P 
Rep. 
Robert 
E. 
Levitt 
introduced 
legislation during the last session that would 
have required the committee to refer all bills 
within 30 days. 
The Ohio legislature had now adjourned for the 
season. Levitt’s bill? It died in the Reference 
Committee*.

Bad Livestock Bill 


W ASHINGTON - The Senate 
performed an act of rough but 
regrettable justice on June 24. 
when it voted 82-9 to provide 
emergency loan guarantees for 
livestock producers. This was a 
bad bill. It was also a necessary 
bill. Our governmental masters 
ought to learn something from 
this m elancholy experience, 
but they probably won't 
The bill provides a federal 
guarantee for repayment of 90 
percent of seven-year loans up 
to $350,000 made during the 
coming year to bona 
fide 
livestock producers. No direct 
subsidies 
are 
involved; 
borrowers them selves must 
pay normal interest. It is im­ 
possible to predict what the 
guarantee may cost the tax­ 
payers. If markets stabilize, 
losses may be small. If chaotic 
conditions continue, this could 
cost us 4 bundle 
T H E H ILL is a bad bill for

Who shops for headaches?

No other consumer has less 
protection 
in 
today’s 
marketplace than the collector. 
A decade ago, when antiques 
had become scarce, the field 
broadened to include the 50- to 
75-year old things and they 
were called “ collectibles ’’ The 
collecting mama grew, really 
good collectibles were hard to 
find and attention was focused 
on the 30- to 50 year old pieces 
and 
these 
were 
named 
“ nostalgia items.” 
Today, anthing is fair game 
for the collector 
This sudden proliferation of 
demand has created a highly 
profitable market for those who 
control the supply. This con­ 
dition has attracted the un­ 
scrupulous as well as those who 
lack even the basic knowledge 
required to be a dealer. 
In most towns and cities, the 
dealer of antiques, collectibles, 
second-hand, used, pre-owned 
and brand new memorabilia 
need only 
to 
purchase 
a 
business license to open shop 
There is little likelihood that 
this condition will improve. It 
only will worsen in the months 
and years to come. This places 
the burden of protection solely 
upon the collector consumer. 
Here are some guidelines to 
help \ou get the most for your 
collecting dollar: 
FIND a good, knowledgeable, 
^onocf dealer and stick with 


him He a loyal customer and 
let him help you 
DO NOT expect a bargain in 
today’s market. If you find a 
piece that seems overpriced or 
underpriced, 
examine 
it 
carefully for signs of fakery, 
reproduction or damage 
1)0 NOT make a habit of 
buying at antique shows, flea 
markets or auctions. When you 
do buy through these outlets, 
make very sure you know what 
vou are buying 
IM PU LSE BUYING is for the 
grocery store, not the antique 
shop You’re less apt to make 
costly mistakes if your pur 
chases are planned 
DON’T B E stampeded into a 
decision, particularly on an 
expensive piece 
Unless it’s 
rare or one of a kind, most 
dealers will give you time to 
deliberate. 
Protect your collection with 
an appraisal, insurance and 
anonymity. Current market 
conditions have brought about a 
sharp increase in thefts. There 
is very little hope of recovering 
stolen goods. 
Almost every collector has

Higher retail food prices in May 
meant a family of four spent 
about 50 cents a week more to 
eat during that month than dur­ 
ing April, new government fig­ 
ures showed today. 
The Agriculture Department, 
reporting on weekly costs of 
meals for three family income 
levels, said the 50-cent increase 
hit the three groups uniformly. 
But on a proportionate basis the 
increase, as in the past, was felt 
* mo6t by lower income families, 
. A low-cost food plan, which 
--includes less meat and larger 
quantities of normally more 
economical items such as ce­ 
reals and potatoes, cost $43.90 
per week in May, up 1.1 per cent 
4rom April and $6,70 from Mav

The USDA’s moderate cost 
jalan was $55 per week in May, 
Jup 0.9 per cent from April and 
*^$7.20 from a year earlier. A lib-

The figures for the three in­ 
come groups had declined be­ 
tween 30 and 80 cents per week 
in April. 
Retail meat prices began de­ 
clining in the spring, reflecting 
part of the sharp drops for live 
cattle and hogs. But many other 
food items, including some used 
in the lower-cost plans, have 
been relatively higher.

Ehrlichman, 49, has testified 
before the Senate Watergate 
committee that while he ap­ 
proved a covert operation to 
obtain insights into Ellsberg’s 
motives and associates, he aid 
not know an illegal break-in 
was planned. 
David R. Young and Egil 
“ Bud" Krogh, co-directors of 
the special White House in­ 
vestigative unit called the 
plumbers, 
have testified as 
prosecution witnesses that Eh 
rlichman gave final approval 
for the Fielding operation four 
days before it was carried off 
But both men said they were 
unable to recall anyone using 
words like break-in or burglary 
in obtaining the okay from Eh ­ 
rlichman. 
There also is in evidence in 
the trial a memo initialed by 
Ehrlichman approving a covert 
operation to examine “ all the 
medical files still held by Ells­ 
berg’s psychoanalyst ..." 
Former White House special 
counsel Charles W. Colson 
testified Ehrlichman asked him 
within a few days of the breakin 
to raise $5,000 quickly for a 
special plumbers project. 
Apart from Ehrlichm an’s 
testimony, the second key 
element in the defense case as 
viewed by lawyers on both sides 
is the instruction U.S. District 
Judge Gerhard A. Gesell gives 
the jury of six men and six 
women 
“ The judge will make the fi 
nal difference," said one attor­ 
ney who has been following the 
case closely. 
For example, Young was giv­ 
en immunity from prosecution 
in exchange for his testimony. 
How Gesell tells the jury to 
weigh his testimony could be 
crucial. 
Ehrlichman’s presence at the 
trial has obscured the other de 
fendants, ex-FBI agent G. Gor­ 
don Liddy and Miamians Ber­ 
nard L. Barker and Eugenio R 
Martinez. 
The case is expected to go to 
the jury Thursday or Friday.

Turnpike Deaths 


Slashed Sharply 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
Traffic deaths on the Ohio 
Turnpike have dropped sharply 
since the speed limit was re­ 
duced to 55 miles per hour, but 
toll revenues have fallen, too. 
Turnpike Commission Chair­ 
man James Shocknessy said 
there were four deaths on the 
tollway during the first six 
months of this year, compared 
with 14 during the first half of 
1973 
He said the four fatalities is 
the lowest toll ever for the first 
half of a year. 
Shocknessy 
reported 
turn­ 
pike revenues for the first six 
months totaled slightly more 
than $20 million, a drop of 
$945,000 from the same period 
last year. 
He attributed the decline to 
fewer passenger cars traveling 
fewer miles because of the low­ 
er speed limit and short gas 
supplies. 
The number of trucks using 
the toll road across northern 
Ohio also has declirted, but rev­ 
enues from commercial ve­ 
hicles have increased because 
trucks are making longer trips 
with heavier loads, Shocknessy 
said.

TORONTO, Ont. (AID 
A 
crowd oi immigrants cheered 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau and booed challenger 
Robert Stanfield at a picnic, as 
the two wound up campaigning 
for the election today of a new 
House of Commons. 
(’anadian voters were going 
to the polls to decide whether 
Trudeau’s Liberals or Stan­ 
field’s Conservatives would 
form the next government Po­ 
litical experts rated the election 
a toss-up. though the Liberals 
have held a narrow lead in ev­ 
ery poll But the polls point to 
neither party winning a major­ 
ity with Canada’s second suc­ 
cessive minority government 
as the result. 
Trudeau and Stanfield made 
final campaign appearances 
Sunday a I a huge picnic on a 
lush island in the middle of 
Toronto harbor It was spon­ 
sored by a radio station that 
broadcasts in 32 languages for 
Canada’s large first-generation 
immigration 
population, and 
most of the crow d of 15.000 were 
immigrants. 
Trudeau arrived in the early 
afternoon in a sport shirt and 
was mobbed and cheered. The 
54-year-old 
Erench-Canadian 
leader did a little Greek dance 
while his 25-year-old wife, Mar­ 
garet. danced with an elderly 
Italian woman. 
Two hours after the Trudeaus 
left. Stanfield. 60, showed up in 
a tie and sports jacket. The 
crowd had dwindled to about 1,- 
000, and it greeted Stanfield, 
whose support is strongest 
among 
Canada’s 
English- 
speaking population, with a 
chorus of boos sprinkled w ith a 
few cheers. He got his feet wet 
while trying to board a boat to 
leave and hit his head on a low 
beam as he climbed inside.

Dear Reader —-1 don't know 
where you got the idea, but you 
might as well forget about it. 
Insulin is a complex protein 
I hat means it is formed by 
hooking together over 50 amino 
acids All proteins are formed 
by hooking together various 
combinations of ammo acids, 
just as words are formed by 
hooking together letters in the 
alpliabet. 
l he rub is that your digestive 
system is designed to break 
down proteins into the original 
building blocks of amino acids. 
Just as the protein in milk, 
beef, fish, eggs and other foods 
is broken down, so are any 
protein medicines you swallow 
The acid pepsin juice in the 
stomach starts the process. The 
rest is accomplished in the 
small intestine as a result of 
enzymes from the pancreas and 
intestinal w all. 
What gets 
through the intestinal wall into 
the 
body 
then 
is 
just 
the 
building blocks and these are 
all the same whether they come 
from meat, milk, wheat or 
other sources. This is just like 
breaking down a lot of words 
The letter “ a ” is the same “ a " 
whether it comes from one 
word or another word 
So insulin has to be given by 
injection This way the protein 
avoids being broken down by 
digestion into its common 
building blocks. The insulin can 
then be active in the body. 
Digested insulin is just a 
collection 
of 
disconnected 
amino acids and has no effect 
on diabetes or the blood sugar 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I sent for a 
book advertised in the F a r ­ 
mer’s Almanac titled “ Stale 
Food vs Fresh Food” and was 


really shocked at some of the 
things they said were bad for 
your arteries, like flour and 
cereals and ham and bacon and 
you should drink raw milk Is 
there any truth in a diet like 
that, and wouldn't you get some 
other disease 
drinking 
raw 
milk? Would like your opinion 
on this diet as I do have trouble 
with arthritis and my husband 
has trouble with his arteries I 
just wondered by eating all 
fresh food 
and 
raw 
milk 
whether it really would im ­ 
prove your arteries. 
Dear Reader — In a word 
“ G H A ST LY .” Raw milk went 
out with the dark ages Happily 
we do have pasteurized milk 
and 
in 
most 
places 
it 
is 
required. As a 
result our 
children are not exposed to 
many diseases that are milk 
borne. 
W idespread areas of the 
Midwest oncje had cattle with 
brucellosis, a disease they then 
transmitted 
to humans 
who 
drank the raw, infected milk. 
That is only one disease that 
milk can carry. Milk is good 
food, even for growing germs. 
You don’t need to tell 
me 
anything else about that diet. If 
it is as far off the truth as the bit 
about raw milk indicates, it is 
probably 
a 
public 
health 
manace. Throw it away and 
save yourself the doctor bills it 
could cause you.

One of the most attractive of 
such investments seemed to be 
the Home-Stake Production Co. 
of Tulsa, Okla. 
Late last month, it was dis­ 
closed that Home-Stake was an 
elaborate, 
high-powered 
swindle. Its list of investors in­ 
cluded Jack Benny—$300,000, 
Liza Minnellf—-$231.000, Bob 
Dylan—$78,000 and Barbra 
Streisand—$28,500.

“ My people looked into it

“ How do you guard against 
being taken again’’ How in­ 
deed!

What can pe formers learn 
from the Home-Stake fiasco0 
“ I ’ve known for quite a while 
that there are no good tax shel 
ters left,” said singer Williams, 
“ not unless you want to take a 
lot of risks, 
“ 1 n the days of high tax rates, 
we used to say we would be* 
satisfied to be a 50-50 partner 
with Unde Sam 
“ Now that there is a 50 per 
cent limit on earned income, 
you might as well pay the taxes 
and not look for shelters.” 
Williams added that his loss 
es will not lie too great if the 
Internal Revenue Service al­ 
lows the tax write offs to re­ 
main 
“ But I’ve heard the IRS may 
disallow the deductions on the 
basis that the money wasn’t put 
into the ground,” the singer 
said.
